CHAPTER 272,

AN ACT to authorize school boards to purchase
United States flags.

The people of the state of Wrisconsin, represented
in senate and assembly, do enact as follows:

* SecrioN 1. The school board of any city or dis-

trict is hereby authorized to purchase, at public pags

expense, one or more flags of the United States
and place the same in the school room or rooms
under their charge; also to purchase such neces-
sary apparatus 38 may be necessary for properly
preserving such flag or flags; provided, however,
that not more than one flag and appurtenances
shall be purchased for each department.

Section 2. This act shall take effect and be in
force from and after its passage and publication.
